— v2 that were gulttie of thoſe foule facts: So now againe, becauſe as pet 
ſuch redꝛeſſe hath not followed as both our honour and our good Subiects loſſe do require, We 
haue thought good to renew that our Commiſſion to certaine perſons of qualitie and of good vn⸗ 
derſtanding in the affaires of thoſe our BGoꝛders, And withall, to publiſh by open pzoclamation 
to all inen, but ſpectally to ſuch, as are guiltie, oꝛ were partakers of the foule incurſions made vp⸗ 
on our firſt comming to our Crowne of this our Realine of England, oꝛ anp others befoze 02 
ſince, That whereas ſome ofthem haue of late ſubmitted themſelucs,and ſome others ſeemed to 
be willing to ſubmit themſelues to our mercy, Betauſe they and all others ſhall know, that as we 
are a Punte that befoꝛe all woꝛldly reſpects whatſocuecr affecteth the pꝛeſeruation of Juſtice a- 
mong our people, and the puniſhment of ſuch, as bꝛeake the Rules thereof, So that we are not 
indiſpoſed to ſhew mercy where there is cauſe to extend it, and where the lame is ſought at our 
hands in ſuch dutikull maner, as is meete: We doe therefoꝛe charge all perſons whatſoeuer, 
Who know themſclues to haue bene Actours, Partners, oꝛ of conſent to that incurſion aboue 
mentioned, oꝛ to any other bꝛeach of our peace within the Counties and Lymits heretofoꝛe tal⸗ 
led our Boꝛders both of the Engliſh ſide and of the Stottiſh, that they doe befoꝛe the tweutieth 
day of June nert comming reſoꝛt to ſuch place, where they [Hall vnderſtand our Commiſſioners 
to be, and there ſubmit themſelues to ſuch mercy and fauour, as wee ſhall thinke good to extend 
towards them: Aſſuring them in the woꝛde of our Royall and Supꝛeme power, that whoſoc- 
uer ofthein ſhall not befoꝛe tie layd twentieth dap of June haue ſubmitted himſelfe actoꝛding 
to the tenour of this our Pꝛotlamation, ſhall holde Himſclfe foꝛ euer excluded from our mercy 
without hope at any time to obtaine grace oꝛ fauour, but to abide the rigour of ſuch puniſhment, 
as our power can lap vponhim. 
Ginen at our Manour of Greenwich the ſeuenteenth dap of May, 1603. in the firſt peere of 
our Reiane of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the ſire and thirtieth.
